Man Into the Penitentiary,

QUITE A ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE.

A Mother Tells the Story of the Persecution
of Her Som.

ARRESTED ON MANY PALSE CHARGES.

Perfidions Allsrneys Play a Prominest Part In the
Karratlve,

The real depths of a Chicago millionaire’s
plot against a poor young man are now re-
vealed. The lutier's mother tells the story
of her woes,

CHicaco, August 24.—For some days
past fragments of & romance have been
coming to light, but it was not until to-day
that the narrative took any definite shape,
or any authority was given for its publiea-
tion. The nctual name of the young fellow,
who, under that ol George Dununing, is
serving a lour years' term in the peuiten-
tiury as the result of a millionaire’s daugh-
ter mlliug in love with bim, is Eraest Dun-
nivant. His father, G. F. Duoanivant, an
old Chieago printer, died four yearsago,
Jeaving a wifte, seven daughters and two
sons, the elder being Ernest.

Upon the earnings of Ernest the mmily
were dependent after the death of the father
uutil the former went to the penitentiary.
Sivce theo the fumily’s existepee has been
maintained by a severe struggle. The
wother, Mrs. Belle Duannivaat, who now
lives at 232 Chesinut street, was calied on
this morsing by a reporter and ssked to
tell her story. It was with great reluctance
that she comsented to do @, **because,””
she said, the tears springing to her eyes and
trickling down her careworn face, **Be-
cause the man who sent him there is so
rich, so poweriul, that I am afraid he would
do more harm than be has already done. ™

THE MOTHER'S STORY.

Mrs. Dunoivant was assured that nothing
need be feared. She then thought that pub-
lieation o! her statemieat might be hurtfal
to the young lady in the case. Reassured
ou this point, she consented to tell what
ghe knew,

"It was in the summer of 1585 I think,
some time after my husband died, that I
bought Erncst a newspaper route for £150
He worked at it faithiuily, and earaed
about ten dollars a week. The route ran
tor some distance along Dearborn avenue,
snd it was while delivering his papers that
he met the young lady ns she went from
ber home to Mrs. Grant's Academy. Er-
nest was 4 handsome boy, and his looks and
manners seemed to attract her attention,
and although I am not familiar with just
how they became acquainted, I know that
they finally became very méeh interrested
in each other and uvsed to weet in Lincoln
Park, 1 did not keow of this at the time,
and in fact knew nothing of it until fall.

“Finally, aiter a month or so of intimate
acquaintarce, the fawily of the young lady
beurd of it, and tried to break itup. A
most close wutch was kept on the young
Indy, aud meetings were for a time stopped.
Ernest went by the house one day and asked
of the conchman something concerning the
young lady. The coachman

who bad 2 warrant sworn out for Ernest's
arrest and bad the coachman serve it. My
boy was caught in the street, and taken to
the East Chicago avesue station and kept
all might. Theré“%as nothing against him
to punish him for, but instead of letting
bim go iree s $25 fine was imposed and sus-
pended. e v

"*Alter that things went on as before un-
til ove day the young lady met Erpest and
told him that the evening previous she
overheard her father in the library tell a
detective that Ervest was bothering him,
amd that he wanted the detective to follow
Ernest and try td eateh him in some erime
and send bim to jail and kesp hin out of
the way, My poor boy, whose only sin was
to be loved by the daughter of the man who
wanted him in jail."

Mrs. Dunnivant sobbed eonvulsively for
a few moments, and then continued:

“The detective followed Erpest every-
where for o long time, and fioally he was
arrested on & charge of burglary. Erpest
was wholly inoocent, but he was seateaced
to 60 days in the county juil. When he got
out, he received a note from the young lady,
who bad gone with her family to Geneva
ll..«ke,uklng him to come to Geneva and see
ier.

A FATAL XOTE.

“Ernest pot Eem;ission from me to spend
& few days in the country, I supposed, juss
for o little outing. Well, he went to Gen-
eva Luke and met the voung lady’s litile
sister. He gave ber s note for the young
lady, but the little girl gave it to & nurse
who gave it to thé father's son-in-law.
When that young m read the note he
took the coaschman and set out to find Ern-
est. They found Mm, and threaxtened to
throw him into the Jake. I don’t think they
did so, but something happened, for Ernest
did not come buck for two or three davs,and
then without his hat.

“The young lady was sent from Geneva
Lake to u school in Ogantz, Pa., and it was
then 1 learned of the detectives dogging my
boy. 1 immediately sold out the roule and
tried to get bim a situation, The youug
168y wrotesd believe, o an employe of her
tuther in South Chicago, who had pro‘essed
a solicitous friendshipfur ber snd promised
to give Ernest something to do. He saw
Ernest and told him to come out to South
Chicago, Ernest went there with Frank
Allen, ot whom Ernest kuew but little. Al-
len got Ernest slightly intoxicated und took
him to the Farnsworths, whom Allen said
he knew. There was no one there, and, aft-
er waiting inside jor a while, they walked
down the street. As they passed a store Al-
len grabbed s coat from & dummy and ran
away with it

THE ARRKEST.

“Ernest wsalked quietly on somewhst
daged by the liguor Allen had given bim.
He was arrested at once and taken to the
station, and Allen was canght a little later
and also brought there. When Allen was
arrested be said that he and Ernest had
robbed the Farnsworth’s House, although,
mind you, nothing wus taken away., My
boy protesied innocence, but the Faros-
worths stwore hard agninst vim, and that,
with Allen’s confession, was too much, and
Loth were takem to jnil. That was about
Christinis, Bome time before I had received
s letier irom the young lady telling me all
about her acquaintance with Ernest. She
said ber parents dbjected nnd asked me for
my adviee. I replied that if her parents
were lilke me they were only seeking her
gooa, and I advised her to do as they de-
sired.

“*She also wanted to koow 1f she might
call on we whea she came back to spend the
Christmas vaeation, and I consented, She
came here one day and told me all the story
apnin. How much she thought of Ernest,
how she intended to #et him up in business,
bow she had often oflered him moneyw which
be always refused to take I then told her
that Eroest had been arrested. It was the
firstshe had heard of it. Bhe said she was
Lelpless nnd eould do nothing. She ealled
ngain, though, and said she had hired a
luwyer to defend Ernest, and she wanted
me to teil him that if he were sent to jail
noi to fear, that she would think as much of
him as ever, She then esked me to write
Lier at the boarding school how the trial
cume out, und then went away.

A HEAVY SENTENCE.

“Eroest was advised to rlud guilty, but
he declared be would not plend guilty, and
be did not, and waus sentenced to foar ’rurl.
Alien’s attorney got Allen s new trial, and
e then received but ome year in the Bride.
wall, bot Ernest was unable to sccare a8 new
hearing of hus case.

“l wrote to the yowng lady as 1bhad
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agreed to do, but I don"t think she got the
letier. Her father heard that I had wristen
her, however, and scot her away for a time.
Bhe came back last year and called on me.
She spoke indignantly of Ernest's being in
the penitentiary, and wacted me to write
him of how much she thought of him, and
bow much she shoald help bim when he got
out. She said that she herself had been
practieally in a prison during her two years
of absence.

“SBome time last year an aitorney was rec-
ommended to me by 8« woman as s man who
could not be bought off. I went to him, and
he said that he could assist me. He asked
me if I had any letters as proofs. I told bim
I had, and mentioned those from the young
lady. He said those were just what he
wanted; that he had made the millionaire
seitle for two scrapes he had gotten into—
one on Wabash avenue, and the otheron
Washington boulevard, and that by show-
ing the l=tiers to him, the father wonld im-
mediately get Ernest pardoned out. I gave
hi::hthc letiers, and that was the last I saw
of them."

FIRE IN THE HOLD.

Narrow Escape of a Pacific Mall Stenmship
From Destructi A » Fight
With the Flames That Lasted
Nearly 24 Hours.

New York, August 24 —The Pacific
Mail steamship City of Para, with 20 eabin
passengers, arrived at Sandy Hook this
morning irom Aspinwall. The combings
of her forward hatch burned and scorched,
are the ocutward marks of a big fire which
came very near destroying the vessel and a
precious cargo. The Para left New York
the first purt of this month with a full
carzo of merchandise. She resched Aspin-
wall in due season, and the ‘longshoremen
and sailors had discharged a total of 650
tons of eargo from the hold whea fire was
discovered among the cotton and naval
stores which were stowed in the forward
compartment.

This was on the evenlng of August 11,
two days after the vessel’s arrival. The fire
had complete control of the forehold when
discovered, and, before the alarm eould be
sounded, great sheets of flame and volumes
of blinding smoke filled the air over the
forward part of the craft. The flames at-
tracted the attention of the ancient Fire
Department of Aspiowall, which turped
oul, und, with g number of American labor-
ers about the docks, set to work to assist the
people of the steamship in extinguishing
the flam®s, All through the night of the
11th the men toiled, several 1alling ex-
hansted as morning came on from overwork.

The 12th opeved with the fire still burn-
ing fiercelv, and towsrd noon of that day it
looked as if the steamer was doomed. Duyr-
12th the flames
went down as suddenly as they began, and
at 4 o'clock Captain Lockwoed, the skipper
of the ghip, reported the fire extinguished.
A very considerable guantity of eargo was
destroyed, and the iuteriorof the vessel is
badly damaged.

THAT BLOODY FEUD.

The Govervor of Kentucky Appenled to for
a Military Force—The Outluaws Must
be Exterminaied—A Pinn for
n Campaign.

LovisviLLE, August 24 —Judge Robert
Boyd, of the Fifteenth Judicial District, in
which Harlan county is situnted, came here
to-day to request Fovernor Buckaer to send
troops to arrest Wilson Howard, leader of
the band of cntlaws that killed four citizens
last Toesday. Judge Boyd spoke in sub-
stance as follows:

1 think that troops are necessary to capture
the ontiaws and their presence be esseatial at
the eriminal court in order tbat the law might
be enforeed. It is my plan to statjon officers at
all the principal outlets of Harlan county and
let them Intercept all attempts ¢+ escape from
the county. Then let the tronps rald their
fastnesses and either captare ordrnive them in-
to the bands of those who guard the roads
and other outlets. If Wilson Howard and
Bl Jennings could be taken the trouble
would end. HBut they are related to about one-
fourth of the Harlan county imbabitants and
haveal number of active supporters. Con-
sequently it wounld be a hacdsmatior to capture
them without military support. Howard and
Jennings offured to surrend®r/td me and sent
Harry Eversole to negotinte the conditions,
They sent word they would surrender If they
wore assured bail would be allowed them, but
I, of course, demanded an uuconditional sur-
render. =

L think the best thing to be dome in case of
capture wounld be to turn them over to the
Missourn authorities as quickly ms possible.
They are both wanted in that State for two or
three murders. They murderod a deaf mute
in cold blood, and, I think, killed one or two
persons afterward. Mamhal Hunter came
near capiuring Howard some time since outin
Rock Castle county. Howard, however, was
warned belore Captain Hunter reached the
kouse, and made good bis escape on a very
swift horse. There are several rewards offered
for their eapture, but nothing like such a large
sum as has been re I will continue to
bold court as usual.

WILL TEY IT AGAIN,

A Now Form of Bids Prepared for Balld-
ing the Crulsers.

WasHINOTON, August 24—Advertise-
ments wers re-issued to-day from the Navy
Department lor bids for the construction of
the three 2,000 ton cruisers for which ex-
cesive proposals were opened on Thursday,
The new advertisements are the same as the
old with eertain important differences that
are expected to induce contractors to offer
bids that will fall within the appropriation.
The department makes several concessions
to thisend. In the first place six months
more time is given, making the contract
period two and one-hali years. The maxi-
mum speed to be obtained is fixed ut 17
knots instead of 18, and the preminm rate
is altered.

There will bea preminm of $£25,000 for
each guarter knot over the maximuum and a
similar deduction for each quarter koot be-
low instend of §10,000 for the first quarter
koot, $20,000 for the second, £30,000 for
third, and $40,000 for fourth and all above,
The minimum speed below which vassels
will be rejected, is to 16 knots instead of
161¢. The bids will be opened October 26,
No action has yet been taken in the case of
the two 3,000 ton vessels, but a re-advertise-
ment will probably be issued for them.
